Miller, 32-year-old Hamilton town­ 
ship school teacher, spoke for 35 
minutes Monday evening In defense 
of his refusal to salute the flag as 
he was given a public hearing on 
charges which may bring his dis­ 
missal under the state teacher ten­ 
ure law. 
After a 90-minute hearing in the 
little 
one-room 
Pine Run school 
house in Hamilton township, the 
school board members announced 
they will meet again on Thursday 
evening to go over the testimony 
ajid 
decide 
whether 
or 
not 
the 
charges have been sustained. 
Miller told a Gettysburg Times re­ 
porter immediately after the hear­ 
ing that if the board’s decision is 
against him, he will appeal to the 
state Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction for a review of the charges 
against him—a procedure provided 
by the tenure act. 
150 Attend Hearing 
The hearing cook place before a 
crowd of nearly 150 persons that

Mrs. Annabelle Little, the stenog­ 
rapher, a brief rest. 
Theme of Defense 
Miller’s 
defense 
centered 
about 
this statement: "I have been called 
in question this day because I have 
violated a resolution laid down by 
the school board of education, which 
resolution is a violation of the laws 
of Almighty God. of the constitution 
of Pennsylvania and a violation of 
the constitutional Bill of Rights. 
Tile wrong in this matter is not in 
the flag . . . but in compelling or 
attempting to compel one against 
his conscience to violate God s speci­ 
fic commandment . . . that no form 
of worship or reverence shall be 
given to any creature or thing.” 
Men. women and children packed 
the school house. Some were mem­ 
bers of the sect to which Miller 
belongs and crowded about him after 
the hearing of offer congratulations 
and to assure him his defense was 
"great victory for Jehovah." Others 
were patrons of the school and tho

Menallen Is Only Remaining Active Friends 
Meeting House in County; Origin in 1750s 


(Continued from Page One) 
B enjam in M ott Underhill, Media, 
Pa.). 
An interesting account of M enal­ 
len Meeting is given in Dr. M yers’ 
book “The Im m igration of the Irish 
Quakers into Pennsylvania. 1682- 
1750” which is quoted in full as 
follows: 
First Location 
“The first location of M enallen1 
M eeting was about seven miles west 
of H untington, on the east side of 
Opossum Creek, in Menallen, now 
Butler, Township, Adams County. 
6 Mo. 4. 1746, Sadsbury M onthly 
M eeting ‘tolerates the Friends of 
M onalin to have Meetings of W or­ 
ship to be kept on first Day and 
F ifth Day until Further O rders.’ 
2 Mo. 16, 1748, ‘friends of M inallen 
requsts to have their meeting set­ 
tled,’ and later in the year the 
m eeting was regularly established.* 
The Meeting land, consisting of 20 
acres and 
153 perches, was not 
granted until May 26, 1788.* It is 
not known when the first edifice was 
built, but Nicholas Scull’s m ap of 
the State shows th a t one had been 
erected as early as 1758.* 
“In 1838, the original site was 
abandoned*; the old log m eeting­ 
house was taken down, removed 
about three miles to the north-west, 
and rebuilt in a more convenient 
place,* near Flora Dale, about one 
mile south of what is now Benders­ 
ville.1 In 1884, the old log house 
gave way to the present brick build­ 
ing, erected to the rear of the for­ 
m er one on a plot of 84 perches, 
purchased in 1871.* Tile Meeting is 
still well attended, and with the 
exception of Fawn Meeting, in the 
south-east corner of York County, 
is the only surviving meeting of the 
original York County 
[which in ­ 
cluded present Adams County], 
An Irish Meeting 
“In its early years Menallen M eet­ 
ing was distinctively an Irish m eet­ 
ing, the m ajority of its members 
being from Ireland. Among them 
were John Blackburn,* Judge of the 
York County Court in 1764, County 
Treasurer in 1759 and 1766.w and 
member of Assembly. Daniel W inter,

” Nobel prize in literature was 
awarded Roger M artin du C ard for 
the then uncom pleted novel he had 
been working at since 1922, the pres­ 
entation was m ade for “the artistic 
power with which he has portrayed 
human conflicts and the foundations 
of human life in his series of novels, 
‘Les T hibaults’.” Awards are not 
often made so justly, and their 
reason is not often m ade so clear. 
In French, M. du G ard’s “The 
World of the T hibaults” has ap ­ 
peared in ll volumes, not so many 
as Romains’ “Men of Good Will” 
but certainly they add up to quite 
as effective and useful a work. In 
addition M. du C ard has avoided 
the chief fault of the Romains se­ 
ries, which is its apparent lack of 
integration. He never leaves the 
Thibaults. and one may open either 
of the two volumes of the English 
translation a t any point and within 
a very short time feel at home, and 
sense the plan of the whole gigantic 
novel. Du G ard is never vague and 
rarely sententious. He is French to 
the core, yet his people have a re­ 
markable kinship to the people of 
any other country. 
The first book 
(in English, of 
course) was called “The Thibaults,” 
and in it we m et Oscar, Jacques 
artel Antione T hibault, their friends 
and their world. These M. du Gard 
carries forward through time, from 
youth and into, young manhood, 
evenly and w ithout distortion. In 
life it is often difficult to sort out 
and make explicit the stages by 
which a boy changes into a man; 
it is the same in du G ard’s novel. 
The process is completely natural, 
unforced, alm ost w ithout literary 
artifice. 
What we find in “Sum m er 1914” 
is that actually Jacques Thibault 
does not grow up. As a m an he never 
catches up with his mind, and his 
mind never quite reaches clarity. 
He retains his charm ; he has an 
affair with Jenny; he has a child 
by Jenny; he calls him self a social­ 
ist and works with the Swiss group, 
and finally dies because of a silly 
idea. His cooler and shrewder broth­ 
er Antoine arrives a t death also, 
but by a different path. There is 
no space to trace the path here; 
one can only say th a t in this enor­ 
mous book an au th o r finally has 
managed to embody in prose the 
tragedy upon which life is founded.

LEGIONNAIRES 
|T0 SET UP 4,000 
DEFENSE 'POSTS' 


Observation Center 
Planned Every 8 
Square Miles 


[By the Associated Press] 
Philadelphia, March 4—Plans for 
d efense of Pennsylvania from air 
raids and aerial invasion through 
the establishment of 
more 
than 
4,000 observation posts throughout 
the state were disclosed today as 
Army and American Legion officials 
prepared for an early test of 
the 
system. 
The plans also call for creation 
of a communications center to cor­ 
relate reports from outlying posts in 
the event of an air attack or 
in­ 
vasion. 
As outlined by Legion officials, the 
program will be set up on a 24-hour 
basis, with from 12 to 20 men m an­ 
ning each observation station in an 
emergency. Every eight square mile 
areas will be covered by one post. 
More than 77,000 Pennsylvania 
Legionnaires and 45,000 women of 
the Legion auxiliary will be assign­ 
ed to the posts. 
State 
Commander 
Charles 
S. 
Cook, of West Pittston, local Legion 
officials and Lieut. Edward J. Rhoad 
representing the national air 
de­ 
fense commission yesterday mapped 
locations for the lookout posts and 
assigned coverage of various points 
to Legion posts. 
Cook said that a test of the sys­ 
tem will be made within two months 
and th at state Legionnaires already 
had been advised of the plans. 
The plan, 
said to be practically 
identical with those now in use in 
Canada and England, calls for the 
establishment of a communications 
center at Philadelphia. 
How Plan Works 
Cook explained th a t in an em er­ 
gency, with the system functioning.
